Sir: 

In response to the Office Action dated June 9, 2005, Applicants hereby elect to 
proceed with prosecution of generic independent claims 1, 16, 31, and 46. These independent 
claims correspond to steps illustrated in Figure 1, which appear to relate most closely to what 
the examiner identifies as Species 2. Dependent claims 2-15, 17-30, 32-45 and 47-60 
depend from corresponding generic claims 1, 16, 31, 46 and are therefore also selected for 
examination. 

Since the claims that appear to correspond to Specie 1 (i.e., claims 2, 3, 4, 6) are 
dependent from the generic independent claims that correspond to Specie 2, this restriction 
appears improper at least because the claims for Specie 1 are not "independent and distinct" 
from the claims that correspond to Specie 2 (see MPEP 802). Thus, applicant respectfully 
traverses this restriction. Prompt and favorable examination on the merits is respectfully 
requested. 
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
